at Mr. Pinkney’s express requisition, that 
additional instructions were given to the 
commanders of his Majesty’s ships of war 
and privateers, toextend to vessels trading 
to the colonies, plantations and settlements 
of Holland, the same exemption from cap- 
ture and molestation, as was granted to 
vessels sailing for any of the ports of 
Holland. 

On the subject of return cargoes from 
those ports, I must observe, that although 
it was intended to prevent, as far as was 
practicable, the inconveniences likely to be 
created by the unauthorized agreement 
made here in April last, yet it was not and 
could not be intended to obviate ali possi- 
ble inconveniences, even such as might 
have arisen if no such agreement had ever 
been made. 

If an American vessel had sailed from 
America for Holland in time of profound 
peace, or in time of war, the ports of Hol- 
land not being at the date of sailing ur- 
der blockade, it might yet have happened 
that, in the period between the commence. 
ment of such voyage and the arrival of the 
vessel at the port of destination, a blockade 
might have been established before that 
port. The vessel arriving would, in that 
case, have bee warned not to enter the 
port, und would have been turned away 
with the loss of the whole object of the 
voyage. This would be no extraotiinary 
hardship, and would afford no legitimate 
ground of complaint. 

The order in council is far Jess strict 
than such a blockade would be, for as much 
as it provides for the original voyare, con- 
menced in expectation of being admitted to 
the port of destination. by permitting the 
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entry into the ports of Hotland ; and is 
no just ground of complaint, that qo 
not superadd to that permission the }r- 
ty to re-export acargo of the eng’s 
goods or produce. 

I beg leave briefly to recapitulathe 
substance of what.I have had the hor to 
convey to you as well in a verbal, in 
written communications. 

I have informed you of the reasons is 
Majesty’s disavowal of the agreeme's:

Beyond this point of explanation, wkh 
was supposed to have been attained, u: 
which is now given, by. the preset letr. 
in the form understood to be most agra- 
ble to the American government, myn- 
structions are prospective; they looto 
substituting for notions of good understal- 
ing, erroneously entertained, practical sp- 

ulations on which a real reconciliationpf 
all differences may be substantially fout- 
ed: and they authorize me not to renw 
proposals which have already been decl:- 
ed here to be unacceptable, but to recete 
and discuss any proposal made on the pat’ 
of the United States, and cvenrually tacon- 
clude a convention between the two Coun- 
tries. It is not, of course, intended to call 
upon me to state as a prelimina’y to ne- 
gociation, what is the whole extest of those 
instructions; they must as ]4ave before 
said, remain subject to my o*n discretion, 
untii I am enabled to ayply them to 
the overtures, which I may have the 
honor of receiving fromyou. I have the

The President’s proclamation of July, 

1807, prohibiting to British ships of war 
the entrance into the harbors of the Uni- 
ted States having been annulled, his Ma- 
jesty is-willing to restore the seamen ta- 
ken out of the Chesapeake on reserving to 
himself a right to claim, in a regular way, 
by application to the American govern- 
ment, the discharge of such of them (if 
any) as shall be proved to be either natural 
born subjects, or deserters from his Ma- 
jesty ’s service. 
His Majesty is willing to make a provision 
for the families of such men as were slain 
on board the Chesapeake, in consequence 
of the unauthorized attack upon that fri- 
gate, provided that such bounty shall not 
be extended to the family of any man who 
shall have been either a natural born sub- 
ject of his Majesty, or a deserter from his 
Majesty’s service. 


Mr. Smith to Mr. Jackson. 


Department or Stare, 
Nov. 1, 1809. 

SIR—Your letter of the 23d ult. which 
was duly received, vould have been sooner 
acknowledged, had I not by sickness been 
rendered for several days utterly unfit for 
business. 

Although the delay and the apparent re- 
luctance in specifying the grounds of the 
disavowal of the arrangement with respect 
to the orders in council, do not correspond 
with the course of proceeding deemed 
most becoming the occasion; yet as the 
explanation has at length been thus made, 
it only remains, as te that part of the disa- 
vowed arrangement, to regret that such 
considerations should have been allowed to 
outweigh the solid objections to the disa- 
vowal ; it being understood at the same 
time that his Britannic Majesty perseveres 
in requiring as imdispensable conditions on 
the part of the United States, an entire re- 
linquishment of the right to trade with en- 
emy’s colonies, and also permission to the 
British navy to aid in executing a law of 
Congress; pretensions which cannot but 
render abortive ull proposals whatever up- 
on this subject, whether made by the Uni- 
ted States or by his Britannic Maj “sty. 

Whilst you have deemed it proper to 
offer an explanation with respect to the 
Jisavowal of one part of the arrangement, 
I must remind you that there is not to be 

_ found én your letter any like specification 
of the reasons for the disavowal, nor par- 
ticulerly is it shewn that instructions were 
violated, as to the other part, Viz. the case 
of the Chesapeake, the case in which in un 
especial manner an explanation was re- 
quired, and in which only, you professed 
to nave authority to make to this govern- 
Ss. 


For the first time it is now disclosed 
that the subjects, arranged with this gov- 


ernment by your predecessor, are held not 


to be within the authority of a Minister 
Plenipotentiary, and that, not having had 
a * full power distinct from that author- 
ty, his transactions on those subjects might 
of right-be disavowed by his government. 
Chis dis¢losure, so contrary to every ante- 
cedent supposition and just inference, gives 
4 new aspect to this business. If the au- 
‘thority of your predecessor did not em- 
brace the subjects in question, so as to 
bind his government, it necessarily fol- 
lows, that the only credentials yet pre- 
sented by you being the same with those 
‘presented by him, give you no authority 
to bind it, and that the exhibition of a 
“ full power” for that purpose, such as 
you doubtless are furnished with,is become 
an indispensible preliminary to further ne- 
gociation, or, to speak more strictly, was 
required in the first instance by the view 
of the matter now disclosed by you. Ne- 
gociation without this preliminary would 
not only be a departure from the princi- 
ple, of equality which is the essential ba- 
sis of it, but would moreover be a disre- 
gard of the precautions and of the self-re- 
spect enjoined on the attention of the U- 
nited States by the circumstances which 
have hitherto taken place. 

I need scarcely add, that in the full pow- 
er alluded to, asa preliminary to nego- 


ciation, is hot intended to he included ei- 
ther the whole extent or any part of your 


instructions for the exercise of it. These 
of course as you have justly remarked, 
remain subject to your own discretion. 

I abstain, sir, from making any particu- 
lar animadversions on several irrelevant 
and improper allusions in you letter, not 
at all comporting with the professed dis- 
position to adjust in an amicable manner 
the differences unhappily subsisting be- 
tween the two countries. But it would be 
improper to conclude the few observations 
to which I purposely limit myself, with- 
out adverting to your repetition of a lan- 
guage implying a_ knowledge on the part 
of this government that the instructions 
of your predecessor did not authorize the 
arrangement formed by him. After the 
explicit and peremptory asseveration that 
this government bad no such knowledge, 
and that with such a knowledge, no such 
arrangement would have been entered in- 
to, the view, which you have again pre- 
sented of the subject, makes it my duty to 
apprize you, that such insinuations are in- 
admissible in the intercourse of a foreign 
minister with a government that under- 
stands what it owes to itself.

WasHINGTON, 4th Nov. 1809. 

SIR—When I forwarded to my court 
your letter of the 19th ultimo, and the an- 
swer which I returned to it, I imagined, 
and I may add, I hoped, that the retros- 
pective correspondence, into which you 
thought it necessary to enter with me had 
been closed. . You will no doubt, recollect 
with what reluctance I acquiesced in your 
intimation on this head ; not, as I believe 
has been seen, from any difficulty in main- 
taining the justice of the cause which is 
entrusted to me, but because I was and 
stillam of opinion that this sort of cor- 
respondence is not calculated to remove 
differences and soothe irritations of the 
most unfortunate tendency. As, howev- 
er, [ had no choice but to renounce, fur 
the present, the hope of eflectuating this 
desirable object, or to pursue it in the 
manner prescribed in your letter of the 
Sth ultimo, so I am now unwillingly com- 
pelled to enter upon the consideration of 
another letter from you under date of the 
ist instant, which but too strongly con- 
firms the opinion I before entertained. 

Since, sir, it has been judged expedient 
to confine to a written form this impor- 
tant and interesting discussion ; since that 
mode has been declared by yuu to be in- 
dispensible, I will first appeal to the writ- 
ten communications which have passed 
between us: and I do this with the great- 
er satisfaction, because I considered it to 
be the chief cause of the present remarka- 
ble state of things, that in speaking of en- 
gagements contracted or supposed to have 
been contracted between the two countries, 
understandings or tmjilied engagements have 
been allowed to take place of written com- 
pacts, and have been considered, in some 
instances, as Laving the same validity.— 
It is furthermore necessary to place in the 
most unequivocal light atopic, which I 
observe to be constantly and prominently 
restated in your letters, netwithstanding 
the repeated, but as it should seem, fruit- 
less endeavors used in mine, to clear it 
from the slightest shadow of obscurity. 

You say “ that it is understood that his 
“ Britannic Majesty perseveres in requir- 
“ ing as indispensable conditions on the 
part of the United States an entire re- 
* Jinquishment of the right to trade with 
“ the enemies colonies, and aiso a per- 
“ mission to the British navy to aid in ex- 
* ecuting a law of Congress.” 

This same statement is contained in 
your letter of the 9th inst. and represent- 
ed as the substance of what had fallen 
from me in our previous conferences. In 
my answer to that Jetter, 1 took the liber- 
ty of shewing that such a supposition was 
erroneous, and I have looked in vain to 
my letter of the 23d, to find in it any sug- 
gestion, of a similartenor. 1] believe, 
therefore, that by reference to my wwo let- 
ters you will find, that the statement now 
agam brought forward is contained in 
neither of them, that it made no part of 
my previous conversations with you, and 
that I have in no way given room to sup- 
ppe. that I ever made any such statement 
ai all,

That before the orders int council can 


ik some other way, is unquestionably true ; 
but you may be assured, sir, that there is 
no wish whatever entertained in Englond, 
that the British navy should be employed 
in executing a law of Congress—lIf the 
proposal that was made upon that subject, 
und made as you now know, because it 
was believed to be accceptable here, had 
been adopted, and had become a matter of 
compact between the two countries, and 
thereby a part not of the law of Congress, 
but of the publiclaw, binding upon both 
parties, and which both would have had a 
common interest in seeing duly executed, 
im that case the agency of the British na- 
vy would not have had the invidious aspect, 
which is now attempted to be given to It. 
At present there is no engagement be- 
tween the two countries, no laws of Con- 
gress which bear a reference to any such 
engagement, and consequently it cannot 
be wished to take any share whatever in 
the execution of those laws. 

Imregard tothe colonial trade I need 
only observe, thatall or nearly all the en- 
emies colonies are blockaded by British 
squadrons ; it cannot therefore be so much 
an object of solicitude as you imagine, 
to obtain the relinquishment of the trade 
of any country to those colonies. On the 
contrary, you wilh find it stated in my let- 
ter of the Lith ultimo, to be a “ matter of 
indifference whether the order in council”’ 
(on this subject) “ be continued or an ar- 
rangen\ent by mutual consent substituted 
in its room.” 

When I informed you that the agree- 
ment concluded here in April last, had 
been framed in deviation from the instruc- 
tions given for the occasion, my explana- 
tion was intended to apply to both parts 
of that agreement. That nothing, re- 
quired by the most scrupulous accuracy, 
may be wanting, I now add, that the devi- 
ation consisted in not recording in the of- 
ficial document signed here, the abroga- 
tion of the President's Proclamation of the 
24 July, 1807, as well as the two reserves 
specified in the paper of memoranda in- 
closed in my official letter to you of the 
27th ultimo. 

There is another motive for the disa- 
vowal of this part of the arrangement con- 
sidered to be so strong and so self-evident 
upon the very face of the transaction, that 
I am not commanded to do more than in 
dicate itin the manner 1 have already 
done. By this forbearance his Majesty 
conceives that he is giving an additional 
pledge of his sincere disposition to main- 
tain a good understanding with the United 
States. 

lam somewhat at a loss to give a distinet 
reply to that part of your letter which re- 
lates to Mr. Erskine’s authority to con- 
clude with you in virtue of his general let- 
ter of credence, because I do not very dis-- 
tinctly understand the tendency of it. 1 
never before heard it doubted that a full 
power was requisite to enable a minister 
to conclude a treaty, or that a mere gene- 
rat Icucr vf credence was Insufficient for 


that purpose. 


If it were otherwise, and a government 
were in all cases to be bound by tke act, 
however unauthorized, of an accredited 
minister, there would be no safety in the 
appointment of such a minister, and rati- 
fications would be useless. No full pow- 
er was given in the present case, because 
it Was not a treaty, but the materials for 
forming a treaty, that was in contempla- 
tion. 

In his dispatch of the 23d of January, 
Mr. Secretary Canning distinctly says to 
Mr. Erskine.—“ Upon receiving through 
* you on the partof the American gov- 
“ ernment a distinct and official recogni- 
** tion of the three above mentioned con- 
** ditions, his Majesty will lose no time in 
* sending to America a minister fully em- 
** powered to consign them toa formal 
* and regular treaty.” 

This minister, would of course, have 
been provided with a full power; but Mr. 
Erskine was to be guided by his instruc- 
tions, and had the agreement concluded 
here Leen conformably to them, it would 
without doubt have been ratified by his 
Majesty. J must beg your very particu- 
lar attention to the circumstance that his 
Majesty’s ratification has been withheld, 
not because the agreement was concluded 
without a full power, but because it was al- 
together irrecouciluble to the instructions 
on which it wes professedly founded—The 
question of the full power was introduced 
by yourself to give weight, by a quotation 
from a highly respected author, to your 
complaint of the disavowal ; in answer to 
which I observed that the quotation did 
not apply, as Mr. Erskine had no full pow- 
er. Never did I imagine, or any where 
attempt, to rest the right of disavowal up- 
on that circumstance ; indubitably his a- 
greement would, nevertheless, have been 
ratified had not the instructions, which in 
this case took the place of a full power, 
been violated. 

I am surprised at the transition by 
which it appears to you that this part of 
the subject ts connected with the authori- 
ty empowering me to negociate with you. 
It will not, I dare say, have escaped your 
recollection that I informed you at a very 
early period of our communications that 
in addition to the usual credential Jetter, 
his Majesty had been pleased to invest me 
with a full power under the great seal of 
his kingdom, for the express purpose of 
concluding a treaty orconvention. J well 
remember your testifying your satisfac- 
tion at the circumstance ; and I have only 
now to add that l am ready, whenever it 
sus your convenience, to exchange my 
full power against that, with which you 
Shall be provided, for the progress of our 
hegociration. 

I am concerned, sir, te be oblived a se- 
cond time, to appeal to those principics of 





jrublic law ander the sanction and protec: 


tionof which I was sotto the country. 
Where there ts not freedom of communi- 
cation in the form substituted forthe more 
usual one of verbal discussion, there can 
be little useful intercourse between mints- 
ters; andone. at feast, of the epithets 
which you have thouzht proper to apply 
to my fast letter is such as necessarily a~ 
bridges that freedom, That any thing 
therein contained may be irrelevant to the 
subject, it is of course competent in you 
to endeavor to show; and as far as you 
succeed in so doing, in so far will my ar- 
gument lose of its Validity—but as. to the 
propriety of my allusions, you must allow 
me to acknowledge only the decision of 
my own sovereign, whose commands I o 
bey, and to whom alone I can consider my 
self responsible. Beyond this it suffices that 
I do not deviate from the respect due to 
the government to which I am accredited. 
You will find that in my correspondence 
with you, I have carefully avoided draw- 
ing conclusions that. did not necessarily 
follow from the premises advanced by me, 
and least of all should I think of uttering 
an insinuation, where I was unable to sub- 
stantiate a fact. To facts such as I have 
become acquainted with them, I have 
scrupuously adhered and in so doing I 
must continue, Whenever the good faith 
of his Majesty’s government is called in 
question to vindicate its honor and digni- 
ty in the manner that appears to me best 
calculated for that purpose. I have the 
honor, to be, with great respect, Sir, Your 
most obt. humble servant, 
(Signed) F. J. JACKSON.

SIR,—in my letter of the 19th ult. I 
stated to you that the declaration in your 
letter of the 11th, that the dispatch * from 
Mr. Canning to Mr. Erskine, of the 23d 
January, was the only dispatch by which 
the conditions were presciibed to Mr. 
Erskine for the conclusion of an arrange- 
ment on the matter to which it relaved, 
was then for the first time made to this 
government” And it was added, that if 
that dispatch had been communicated at 
the time of the arrangement or if it bad 
been known that the propositions contain- 
ed in it were the only ones on which he 
was authorized to make an arrangement, 
the arrangement would not have been 
made. 

In my letter of the first inst. adverting 
to the repetition in your letter of the 25d 
ult. of a language implying a knowledge 
in this government that the instructions 
of your predecessor did not authorize the 
arrangement formed by him, an intima- 
tion was distinctly given to you, that after 
the explicit and peremptory asseveration 
that this government had not any such 
knowledge, and that with such a knowl- 
edge, such an arrangement would not 
have been made, no such insinuation-@ould 
be admitted by this government. 

Finding that in your reply cf the 4t 
inst. you have used a language which can- 
not be understood but as reiterating and 
even aggravating the.sameé gross insinua- 
tion, it only remains, in order to preclude 
opportunities which are thus abused to in- 
form you that no further communications 
will be received from you, and that the ne- 
cessity of this determination, will, without 
delay be made known to your government. 
In the mean time a ready attention will be 
given to any communications aflecting the 
interests of the two nations through any 
otner channel that may be substituted.

Mr. Oakley, his Majesty’s Secretary of 
Legation is desired by Mr. Jackson to 
state to the Secretary of State that, as Mr 
Jackson has been already once most gross- 
ly insulted by the inhabitants of the town 
of Hampton in the unprovoked languare 
of abuse held by them to several officcrs 
bearing the King’s uniform, when those 
officers were themselves violently assault- 
ed and put in imminent danger ; he con- 
ceives it to be indispensable to the safety 
of himself, of the gentlemen attached to 
his mission, and of his family, during the 
remainder of their stay in the United 
States, to be provided with special pass- 
ports cr safe guards from the American 
government.—T his is the more necessary 
since some of the newspapers of the Uni- 
ted States are daly using a language 
whose only tendency can be to excite the 
people te commit violence upon Mr. Jack- 
son’s person.

That there is, in the United States, a 
strong and influential party decidedly in 
favor of a war with England, is too evi- 
dent to need any proof. If, indeed, proof 
were required, enough, and more than e- 
gough, might be collected from the co'- 
umns of the newspapers devoted to the in- 
terests of that party. The editors of these 
papers are doing all in their power to fo- 
ment the people to awar; and where 
their own resources fail, are calling on all 
who can wield a pen to assist in the fauda- 
ble attempt. The men composing this 
party are, itis true, mostly democrats ; 
but there are many, and I would charita- 
bly hope a majority,of the democrats who 
are, with the federal republicans, in favor 
of peace. : 

The existence of a WAR PARTY in 
the midst of our country 1s not so strange, 
as that the members composing it should 
arrogantly endeavor to palm themselves 
on the public as friends, nay, the exclusive 
friends of the people. Cana desire to 
plunge a rising and flourishing counwy 
into alithe horrors of war, and that too 
while wholly unprepared for such an event, 
be prompted by a love of that country ? 
Can an ind:fference to the wailings of the 
widow snd fatherless, and the heart-rend- 
ing shricks of mothers befeaved of theic 
sons, be the effect of friencshin to the peo- 
ple?) Are cities wrapped in James, ficls 
drenched with blood and covered with the 
bodies of the slain, spectacles on which 
the eye of the philanthropist can dwell with 
pleasure? Yo submitto war for the sake 
of avoiding a greater evil (for there is a 
greater) is very different from wishing, and 
actually endeavoring, to plunge a nation, 
unprepared, into a peediess, a causcless 
war. The former was once the lot of this 
country, aud the event proved that she du- 
ly valued her rights, and knew how to de- 
fend them. And should war again be her 
lots I hope and trust that it would be seen 
that the descendants of those who so nubly 
struggled in that contest, have not degen- 
erated from the virtues of their ancestors, 
but are wortvy of the tivaluable inheri- 
tance bequeathed to them, But those 
who are actually seeking for war ought to 
be denounced as ENEMIES AND TKALTORS 
TO THEIR COUNTRY. 

It is not pretended, nor is it the fact, 
that federalists are for peace, at all events. 
I have already mentioned that there is a 
greater evil than war: that greater evil is 
national degradation. ‘lo avotd this every 
true American would submit to war at all 
hazards. The truce federal policy is— 
HONORABLE PEACE WITH ALL NATIONS — 
ENTANGLING ALLIANCES WITH NONE. I[t 
is always sound policy to prepare in times 
of peace for a state of war. The federal- 
ists are therefore in fuvor of a n°vy, votof 
gun-boats, but of seventy-fours—of forti- 
fications, not of wool-sacks, or bags of cot- 
ton, but such as should bid defiance to the 
thunder of Britain. 

But who are they who constitute the 
war party? They arc—the friends of im- 
perial France, commonly called “ French 
Tories’—the natural and instinctive ene- 
mies of England—and office-holders and 
‘expectants, with their connexions. 

With respect to the firstof these, the 
French. Torics,theirenmity to England 
arises wholly from the circumstance of her 
being the enemy of France. They con- 
sequentiy wish for war with the former, 
merely tor the sake of assisting the latter. 
i hat some of the leaders of this class have 
a fersonal interest in cultivating a peace 
with France, and are thereiore resolved, 
at all events, and at all bazards, on accom~- 


plishing that object, is not demed. But 
of by far the greater part, i mey empat- 
ically be said, that they love Prance tor 


ver own sake. ‘ihey approve her prace 
tices, her policies, and admire he princi. 
ples. In deciding on the question of war 
or peace, it is evident that, with these, the 
wnterests of America are left wnolly out os 
consideration ; and yet these are the bowst- 
ed friends of the freopile ! 

By those who ate naturally 
tively the enemics of F nyiaud, 
cither such as still bear a grudge eg auias 
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her, because she Was onceourencemy ; or 
euch as have fied to this country as a re- 
fuge from the punishments justly due to 
ssem for crimes committed in their own, 
or have been exiled here for traitorous 
plots formed against her government.— 
An insatiable desire of revenge prompts 
these to wish for war with England; and 
to obtain the object of that desire, and for 
no other purpose, they would plunge a 
whole nation into all the horrors and deso- 
jations of war! and yet these disinterested 
patriots prate largely about the rights and 
liberties of the people. 
Office-holders and expectants, with their 
connexions wish for war—because they 
wish to retain or acquire, “alittle brief 
authority.” Thusthey reason: “ Should 
ovr government finally resolve on war, and 
_should the leading federalists (as we hope 
and. verily believe they will) continue, 
after such a resolution is taken, to op- 
pose the measure, such opposition will 
afford us ample grounds to denounce 
them as “tories!” enemies ! traitors! 
to their country. We should thus ren- 
ger them, or rather they would render 
themselves, odious and contemptible in 
the eyes of the people. Thus shall we 
break down at last, and totally destroy, 
that —— federal phalanx, by which we 
have been so much annoyed, and which 
we have so long dreafled.” Perhaps not 
the “letter,” but certainly the “ spirit” 
of this reasoning may be found in the de- 
mocratic pepers of the day. Spurning, 
¢ with infinite scorn and contempt,’ the 
foul charge which is here implied against 
the federalists, a charge which past expe- 
rience has again and again refuted, no per- 
son can help noticing the infamous and 
degrading motives which this reasoning 
discloses, and which I am confident are 
the prevailing motives, which prompt 
these office-loving gentry to wish for war. 
Yet these too, would receive as an insult, 
a denial that they are the friends of the 
people t 
Such are the principles, the objects and 
the motives of the war party: diversified, 
indeed, but all tending to the same point 
—war with England, and consequent alli- 
ance with France. If the principles and 
motives of the classes above mentioned 
are sufficient to prompt the respective 
persons entertaining them to wish for war, 
we can hardly imagine what a powerful 
influence they must have when all these 
motives are united, as they frequentiy are, 
in one person. They would make him 
outrageous. He would exhaust all his 
own energies, and cail on every wight who 
could “wield a pep,” to assist him in 
working upon the minds’ef the people, 
and fomenting a war. We ought not to 


_ be atall surpriyed that such persons should, 


when they perceive that their wishes are 
about to be consummated, make profes- 
sions of “ fear.” Such professions are ub- 
doubtedly designed as a mere cloak to their 
baseness ; or they mav be the expressions 
of their own fersonal feelings, and not de- 
signed to have any reference to the suffer- 
ings of the nation in consequence of war. 
Federalists wish for an honorable peace ; 
but they fear not war. Let the myrmidons 
of any foreign potentate but land, with hos- 
tile intentions, on the peaceful shores of 
our country, and soon should their dead 
bodies strew the plain, and their blood fat- 
ten the soil which they had polluted.

The lock to be on 
the east shore and built of sufficient width to ad- 
mit the passage of board rafis, which are to pass 
through the same at all times, toll free, if request- 
ed by the owner or owners of said ratts or their 
agents. The legislature will be solicited to grant 
the liberty of extending said lock as far up and 
down the river from said dam as shall be thought 
most advisable, for the benefit of the navigation ; 
provided the same do not cxtend below the bluff. 
pointdirectly south of the mill-creek ; and also 
for liberty to build more permanently the wing- 
dam, or what is now called the brush-dam, from 
the island opposite said mill creek to the island 
next above, or to extend said dam from said mill- 
creek island to the west shore. It will be per- 
ceived that the place now proposed for building 
said dam is nearly one mile north of the place 
contemplated by Mr. Prescot’s report, as pub- 
lished last winter. This alteration has been 
made to obviate all objections agsinst said dam, 
on account of any evils which miglit possibly re- 
sult from it to the navigation below. It is be- 
lieved that the obstructions below the place now 
proposed, may be obviated in some other way ; 
and these will be cheerfully encountered, provid- 
ed we can obtain the grant for builcing the pro- 
posed dam, which will fully obviate the obstruc- 
tions above. The committee earnestly solicit 
the public to divest themselves of prejudice, and 
to examine the proposed plan of a dain and lock 
with coolness and deliberation. It is thought by 
the most skilful and experienced men to ve the 
most practicable and easy mode of improving 
the navigation, and that it will be unattended 
with any evil to the public. The commitee 











pledge themselves in behalf of the villages they 1 


represent,.that no improvement is desired or 
wished for which shall be incompatible with the 
best interests of the community atlarge. The 
extension of the navigation of 2 stream of water, 
like that of the north river, which forms the 
great artery of the state of New-York, is certain- 
ly an object in which the public at large are deep- 
ly interested, and one which a wise legislature 
will ever encourage and promore. And surely 
the interests of those villages, and of the inhabi- 
tants north ofthe villages, are nearly ‘dentified; 
for in proportion as the villages flourish, the in- 
terests of the people north are promoted ; and 
as the country north of the villages flourishes, so 
the interesisof the villages are advanced. On 
the whole, we submit our case tothe wisdom of 
the legislature, where we trust the public good 
will be the great end of legislation, and the 
scales of justice will be even balanced.
